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‘Bridgend man’s moral compass 
went awry’, crown court is told 

DRUG DEALER (20) 
SPARED JAIL TERM 


A DRUGS dealer who had 
what was described by a 
judge at Cardiff Crown 
Court as a “regular opera¬ 
tion” has walked free. 

Brenig Ungoed (20) of 
Sunnyside Road, Bridgend, was 
sentenced to 12 months in a 
young offender institution, sus¬ 
pended for two years, and made 
subject to a supervision order for 
three years and to carry out 300 
hours unpaid work. 

He was also fined £500 and 
ordered to pay £250 costs. 

Ungoed had admitted supply¬ 
ing cannabis for a year, possess¬ 
ing the dmg with intent to supply 
and possessing methadrone. 

A 17-year-old girl who cannot 
be named for legal reasons, 
admitted offering to supply 
cannabis on one occasion. She 
was made subject to a youth reha¬ 
bilitation order for a year. 

Prosecutor Julian Greenwood 
said the police carried out a 
search of a house in Bridgend, 
where they found drugs parapher¬ 
nalia and a quantity of 
methadrone on January 13. 

He said: “The police had to 
force entry. They found weighing

scales, traces of cannabis on 
them, and £470 in a safe. 

“They found cannabis worth 
£40, and in a vehicle outside, 
they found methadrone with a 
street value of nearly £4,000 and 
cannabis worth nearly £500.” 

Ungoed was arrested and the 
court was told that he smoked 
cannabis but was not an addict. 

“He indicated to police that 
from January 10 last year, to 
January 11 this year, he had sup¬ 
plied the drug on a commercial 
basis,” said Mr Greenwood. 

He said customers for the drug 
would call him on his mobile 
phone. 

The £470 found, he said, was 
not profit from cannabis dealing, 
but had been a Christmas present. 

Mr Greenwood told the court 
that the teenage defendant was 
“very much a minor player” and 
had not supplied cannabis, 
though she herself had smoked a 
small amount each day. 

Ungoed was said to have pre¬ 
vious convictions for possessing 
cannabis. The other defendant 


had no previous convictions. 

Ungoed’s counsel, Alex 
Greenwood, said that throughout, 
his client had demonstrated a 
high degree of candour. 

“He comes from a respectable 
family and a respectable back¬ 
ground. He became involved 
with the sub-culture of drugs with 
the simple possession of 
cannabis, and his moral compass 
went awry. 

“By his own admission, he has 
accepted he has been dealing 
cannabis for over a year. 

“This matter has been hanging 
over his head like a sword of 
Damocles. 

“His mother said that her son 
had never before caused the fam¬ 
ily any concern. His remorse is 
self-evident.” 

Judge Rhys Rowlands said 
Ungoed had been involved in a 
“regular operation” of supplying 
cannabis. Ungoed, he said, was 
working and was supported by 
his parents. 

He said he had “a great deal of 
growing up to do.” 

He told him: “You have been 
given a rare chance,” and he 
ordered that the £470 be forfeit¬ 
ed. 


Police plea

Police are appealing for 
witnesses following a seri¬ 
ous collision on Saturday, 
September 3, on the A4093 
Blackmill to Gilfach Goch, 
near Glyn Ogwr. 

At about 7.10pm, a black 
125cc Yamaha motorcycle was 
being ridden along the A4093 
from Blackmill towards the 
direction of Gilfach Goch, 
when it was in collision with a 
grey Vauxhall Insignia car 
travelling in the opposite 
direction. 

“As a result of the collision, 
the male rider was conveyed 
to Morriston Hospital where 
he was treated for his injuries. 

“Police would like to speak 
to any person who witnessed 
the collision, or who stopped 
to provide assistance, or any¬ 
one who may have seen the 
motorcycle being ridden prior 
to the collision,” a spokesper¬ 
son said.

Plans for an offshore 
wind farm go on 
display in Porthcawl 


PLANS for the 
Atlantic Array 
Offshore Wind Farm 
in the outer Bristol 
Channel off the south 
Wales coast, will be on 
display from 12pm- 
8pm at the Grand 
Pavilion, Porthcawl on 
September 21. 

“The wind farm could be 
capable of generating up to 
1,500 megawatts (MW) of 
electricity every year, equiva¬ 
lent to the domestic needs of 
around 1.1 mi llion average 
UK households,” a 
spokesman stated. 

“ This is enough power to 
meet more than 90 per cent 
of the domestic electricity 
consumption needs of 
Wales,” 

Local residents will have 
the opportunity to view RWE 
NRL’s plans 

Members of the project 
team will be on hand to 
answer questions about the 
project. 

They will also provide 


information about the local 
economic benefits and 
employment opportunities 
that could arise. 

Robert Thornhill, develop¬ 
ment manager for the 
Atlantic Array Offshore 
Wind Farm, said the compa¬ 
ny is eager to get into dia¬ 
logue with the local commu¬ 
nity. 

“We have been making 
good progress with the pro¬ 
posal for the Atlantic Array 
Offshore Wind Farm.

reported that Simon is now conscious, 
is breathing unaided and that his back 
fractures are not as serious as first 
feared. 

His friend, Phil Jones, who has 
been close to Simon and his family 
since the incident, posted a personal 
message from Simon on his blog: 

“Thank you to everyone. I’ve no re¬ 
collection of the past month of my life, 
so to wake up and discover what’s 
been going on is quite a surprise. 

“I’m shocked at the sheer numbers 
of people who have been so support¬ 
ive, and just how the cycling commu¬ 
nity, in particular, has supported my 
wife Amanda and sent messages of 
support to me. ”

A MAN knocked on my door and 
asked if he could clean my win- 
dows...He had chosen the wrong 
day to ask. 

I needed a window cleaner, but having just spent 
two days looking at financial crime with South Wales 
Police, I went into checking overdrive. 

The man went home and brought back his passport 
and a utility bill to prove he was who he said he was. 

The man was genuine and I hope will start clean¬ 
ing my windows from next month, but it is easy to 
feel guilty about asking people for proof of identity 
and the validity of the goods they are selling. 

Scamming, the selling of inferior or non exiting 
goods and services by phone, on the doorstep or on 
line earns criminals over £3.4 billion a year; money 
scammed from over-tmsting members of the public - 
many of whom are vulnerable and who may go on to 
have their names and addresses passed on to other 
scammers for further exploitation. 

At a pensioners’ coffee morning, I learned about 
scams operating locally. Distraction burglars or thefts 
via open windows rise in the summer, but there are 
other thefts that don’t get reported because of embar¬ 
rassment. 

Cheap or shoddy goods sold on the doorstep at 
high prices; the conning of bank details claiming a 
prize has been won, or a parcel has to be delivered so 
bank details are required. Scams such as these earn 
criminals £3.4 billion a year. 

Police took me out with trading standards and a 
waste disposal licence officer, to drive around local 
estates checking on scammers who carry out repair 
and gardening work at high cost and without the 
required licences. 

Within five minutes, we came across three men 
from west Wales who had conned an 83-year-old cou¬ 
ple into paying £200 to have a small hedge cut and 
the waste cleared. 

The men had not provided a written quote or given 
a cooling-off period to allow the householders to 
change their mind, nor did they have a licence to dis¬ 
pose of the garden waste. 

They were sent away without payment. The legal 
gardening and building firms aU welcomed the checks 


as they lose business and trust because of the scam¬ 
mers. 

We tend to forget that only four per cent of people 
experience around 40 per cent of aU crime, becoming 
repeat victims, as criminals learn vulnerable access 
points and where keys and valuables are kept. 

We can all cut our chances of being victims of 
crime by not leaving valuables in sight in our cars and 
homes and by locking doors and windows. 

Including crime prevention designs in new devel¬ 
opments helps to cut crime. Installing security locks 
on doors and windows, changes to planting schemes, 
car parking arrangements, lighting of walk ways and 
open spaces, secure rear fencing and increased visibil¬ 
ity, can add as httle as £200 to the cost of a new four- 
bedroomed house and save thousands. 

Moving to a new area, especiaUy if you have not 
been used to having responsibihty for your home’s 
security brings risks. In Cardiff, police are working 
with students, many hving away from home for the 
first time, because they offer easy pickings for 
thieves. 

The student police initiative works with student 
volunteers to raise awareness of the need to Lock it. 
Hide it. Keep it, to cut theft of computers, ipads, 
ipods, bikes and other high price easily stolen items. 

Student volunteers also spread personal safety mes¬ 
sages about getting home after a night out, and build 
community relations by involving students in aware¬ 
ness of recychng responsibilities and community 
clean-up campaigns. 

Economic crime also hits the business community, 
where customers pay for these crimes through higher 
prices and complex identity checks. Fraudulent 


invoices, money laundering, and onhne fake compa¬ 
nies earn bilhons for the crooks. 

Having spent most of the summer recess with 
South Wales Police, I have been impressed by the 
innovation, creativity and dedication of the people I 
have met. 

I have been fascinated by the range and speciality 
units deahng with planning for the Olympics, foren¬ 
sic analysis, terrorism, drug and people trafficking, 
extremism, hate and economic crime, protecting vul¬ 
nerable children and adults, and murder. 

Television detectives catch the criminal and it’s the 
end of the story. In real life, the processing of evi¬ 
dence, witness statements, survehlance, forensic test¬ 
ing, search warrants, monitoring of financial accounts, 
CCTV coverage and analysis of computers can go on 
for over a year after the crime is detected and comes 
to court. 

All have then to be cross-checked before being 
handed to the Crown Prosecution Service and defence 
solicitors. Inspector Morse would cmmble under the 
paper work he had to process for each of his murders. 

Frost doesn’t show the initiatives which build rela¬ 
tionships and trust, cut, often low level crime, and 
increase community confidence - using music and 
video to combat kihfe crime, or work in schools with 
children who hve alongside drug and alcohol abuse 
and petty crime every day. 

I especiahy enjoyed an initiative, working with the 
youth service, giving children, on the cusp of anti¬ 
social behaviour, the opportunity to spend a night in 
the cells. 

The ‘fun’ experience brought 12 hours of educa¬ 
tion, new relationships and communications between 
youth workers, police and young people. 

The bobby on the beat is just one of the vast array 
of units, projects, skills and intelligence that keeps 
most of us safe and secure and crime low. 

You, too, can play your part. Fike me, check out 
the man with ladders who asks to view the rear of 
your property. 

Ask for written quotes on business headed paper. 
Be suspicious of anyone asking for bank details by 
telephone or email. 

Lock it. Hide it. Keep it - and if a deal seems too 
good to be true, it almost certainly is.

Heavy vehicles 
set to bypass 
North Comelly

VILLAGERS in North 
Cornelly are celebrating a 
proposal by Neath Port Talbot 
Council to provide an alterna¬ 
tive route for more than 200 
lorries which pass each day 
through the village en-route to 
the Kenfig Industrial Estate. 

The proposal, to be funded by 
the Welsh Assembly Government, 
will improve access to Kenfig, using 
the M4 Junction 38, Margam, as 
opposed to M4 Junction 37. 

The proposal will have the twin 
benefits of removing heavy lorries 
from North Cornelly as well as 
improving marketing opportunities, 
for the estate. 

Traditionally, Cornelly and 
Bridgend county borough have 
benefited from jobs from compa¬ 
nies such as Borg Warner, Orion, 
Rototherm , etc, some long since 
gone from Kenfig. 

Coun Jeff Tildesley has chaired a 
campaign for an alternative route 
for more than 13 years. Local resi¬ 
dents have organised demonstra¬ 
tions outside both NPT and BCBC 
civic offices, meeting council lead¬ 
ers. 

Direct action included demon¬ 


strating on Heol Fach to slow down 
the lorries, together with a poster 
campaign,when every single house¬ 
holder on Heol Fach, displayed a 
“Save our Village” poster. Several 
site meetings attended by both 
members and officers have taken 
place to seek a solution. 

Campaign secretary Jane Down 
has been the channel for communi¬ 
cation from NPT council officers, 
and local AM Carwyn Jones lent 
his support to the campaign. 

The Welsh Government has 
funded the project with a grant of 
£400,000, with negotiations ongoing 
via SWWITCH, to meet the cur¬ 
rent shortfall for next year. 

Meanwhile a survey has been 
undertaken and ground investiga¬ 
tions have been arranged. 

Detailed design of the scheme is 
progressing to meet the pro¬ 
grammed start date at the end of 
the year. 

There was a time when 700 lor¬ 
ries passed through each day. 
However, recent surveys have put 
the number at 200. 

Coun Tyldesley said: “Now the 
end is in sight, I would like to 
thank all those who have supported 
the campaign over those 13 years.

SIMON GREEN, 
chair of Bridgend 
Coalition of 
Disabled People, 
received a cheque 
from Madeleine 
Moon MP last week, 
after she presented 
the money earned to 
the charity. 

Mrs Moon reported: 

“I met with Simon Green 
and Miranda French 
back in June and dis¬ 
cussed many issues, 
including the problems 
encountered with the 
changes in Disability 
Living Allowance. 

“Their insight into the 
problems helped me to 
raise the right questions 
in the House of 
Commons to the DWP 
Minister. 

“I have been particu¬ 
larly shocked to hear of

A PAINTER and 
decorator who 
became involved in 
an affray after 
wrongly believing a 
neighbour had 
been involved with 
his wife, has been 
sentenced to a 
year’s imprison¬ 
ment, suspended 
for two years at 
Cardiff Crown 
Court. 

Colin England (37) of 
North Avenue, Kenfig 
Hill, had been convicted 
by Vale Magistrates of 
affray and possessing an 
offensive weapon and 
had been committed to 
the Crown Court for 
sentence. 

Prosecutor Hywel 
Hughes said: “On June 
21, England telephoned 
the police and said he 
was drunk and suffering 
a breakdown. At midday 
the following day, he 
went to East Avenue, 
Kenfig Hill, to the home 
of Mr Martin Jones. 

“He believed, com¬ 
pletely wrongly, that Mr 
Jones was having an 
affair with his wife.” 

He told Mr Jones: 
“You are .... my Mrs, 
and Fm going to kill 
you.” 

Mr Jones telephoned 
the police, and at one 
point England shouted 
to a neighbour: “Do me 
a favour and call the 


police. He’s been ... my 
wife.” 

Another neighbour 
saw England throw a 
brick at a parked taxi, 
and another brick 
through a window. 

A friend of England’s 
attempted unsuccessful¬ 
ly to calm him down. 

When arrested, 
England admitted he 
had intended to put Mr 
Jones in fear and “pun¬ 
ish him”. 

At the time, he said, 
he was in possession of 
a length of wood. 

Mr Jones later stated 
that he felt helpless at 
the time and was fright¬ 
ened for his safety and 
could find no reason for 
the incident. 

“There has never 
been any reason to 
doubt my fidelity,” he 
said. 

England was said to 
have previous convic¬ 
tions for possessing an 
offensive weapon, 
affray, destroying prop¬ 
erty, and disorderly 
behaviour. 

His barrister, Kevin 
Seal, said: “He had had 
many emotional diffi¬ 
culties and problems 
with alcohol. When 
sober, he is a hard 
working man, a respon¬ 
sible family man. 

“He accepts he has 
had problems coping 
with life. There was 
absolutely nothing to 
back up his belief Mr 


Jones was having a rela¬ 
tionship with his wife. 

“It was something he 
cooked up in his mind. 
He wants to put his life 
back in order, and has 
aheady served two 
months in custody.” 

Judge Phillip 
Richards said: “Mr 
Jones was a wholly 
innocent victim. My 
original intention was to 
pass a prison sentence 
for what was repeated 
behaviour. 

“You made people’s 
lives a misery, and you 
could not complain at 
imprisonment, but I’m 
going to give you one 
last chance.” 

England was made 
subject to a supervision 
order for two years and 
to undertake mental 
health treatment, plus 
200 hours unpaid work. 

He was also ordered 
to pay compensation of 
£1,766 and to pay costs 
of £340. 

He was also made 
subject to a restraining 
order for five years, not 
to communicate with 
Mr Jones or enter East 
Avenue. 

“He caused many 
people distress and 
upset,” the judge added.

'You did everything possible to avoid being arrested’ - judge 


Bridgend man is jailed 
after police officer is hurt 
in town centre chase 


A BRIDGEND man 
has been jailed for 
two months at 
Cardiff Crown 
Court. 

Gavin Hodges (22) of 
Heol y Mynydd had 
been convicted by Vale 
Magistrates of being 
drunk and disorderly, 
obstructing the police, 
and had been committed 
to the Crown Court for 
sentence. 

He was also in breach 
of a 27-week suspended 
sentence imposed by 
Cardiff Crown Court for 
conspiring to supply 
drugs. 

Prosecutor Jane 
Rowley said in the early 
hours of July 10, PC 
Steven Carpenter and a 
Special Police 
Constable were on duty 
in Bridgend town centre 
when they saw Hodges 
running towards them 
being chased by other 


officers. 

Attempts were made 
to block his path, but he 
flailed with his arms and 
pushed them away. 

“He was very aggres¬ 
sive and actively resis¬ 
ted both officers. Both 
fell to the ground and 
PC Carpenter blacked 
out momentarily after 
Hodges’ head struck his 
face.” 

Said Ms Rowley: 
“Even then he continued 
to shout and be aggres¬ 
sive, claiming he had 
done nothing wrong. He 
was drunk.” 

PC Carpenter suf¬ 
fered injuries to his nose 
and upper lip. 

The circumstances of 
the drug offence, she 
said, were that he had 
been involved in sup¬ 
plying cannabis from 
his home address. 


He was said to have a 
previous conviction for 
disorderly behaviour 
involving shouting in 
Derwen Road, 

Bridgend. 

His counsel, Matthew 
Roberts, said: “He 
placed himself in a very 
hazardous position. He 
is the primary carer for 
his 10-month-old 
daughter. 

“His work ethic can 
be commendable. At the 
time of the offence, he 
had been celebrating his 
birthday.” 

Judge Stephen 
Hopkin said: “You did 
everything possible to 
avoid being arrested. 

“Fortunately, the one 
officer suffered only 
minor injuries. Your 
offending clearly passes 
the custody threshhold.” 


Quad hike 
rider injures 
policeman 

A POLICE motor cyclist has been unable 
to return to similar duties after being 
struck by a quad bike. 

The officer. Police Constable Stephen Andrews, 
suffers great pain and soft tissue injury to his left 
calf, said prosecutor Jane Rowley at Cardiff Crown 
Court. 

The rider of the quad bike, Scott Allway (22) of 
Monk Street, Pyle, admitted a charge of dangerous 
driving. He also admitted driving without insurance 
and a licence, and was jailed for 14 months and dis¬ 
qualified from driving for three years. 

Ms Rowley said the officer spotted Allway rid¬ 
ing the machine in Heol Llan, North Comelly. 

Allway drove on a grass verge and attempted to 
‘undertake’ a bus. 

PC Andrews attempted to block him but 
Allway’s vehicle struck the officer’s leg. 

At one point, said Ms Rowley, the officer 
thought Allway was going to ride over him. 

The quad bike raced off. Workmen in the area 
told the officer the direction he had gone and after 
prolonged enquiries. Allway was arrested. 

He admitted he had no licence or insurance and 
at the time of the incident he panicked. 

“Sadly, this officer has not been able to return to 
motor cycle duties,” said Ms Rowley. Allway was 
said to have convictions for violence and motoring 
offences, including aggravated vehicle taking, caus¬ 
ing actual bodily harm and burglary. 

Judge Stephen Hopkins said Allway had had 
“flagrant disregard” of road traffic regulations and 
the offences were so serious that only a prison sen¬ 
tence could be passed.

AFTER Bridgend Male Choir’s very successful 
tour to the Scottish Highlands, choristers are 
preparing for further cross-border excursions, 
this time into England. 

On September 18, the choir entertains at St Michael 
the Archangel Church in Lyme Regis, supporting an 
organ apped in what has become a regular visit. 

This beautiful church was reputedly built in Saxon 
times and modernised by the Normans in AD 1120 
before the most recent major repairs were completed 
just 17 years ago.

Three weeks later on October 8, the choir partici¬ 
pates at the Mole Valley Arts Alive Festival, giving a 
concert at St Mary and St Nicholas Parish Church, 
Leatherhead, in aid of church funds.

It is thought that the royal founder of the church was 
Edward the Confessor in the 11th Century, with early 
reference to its location in the Doomsday Book. 

More recent hnks, including one to Samuel Pepys’ 
Diary, contribute to a living history over the past 1,000 
years. The venue has become another regular destina¬ 
tion. 

Sandwiched in between the church visits is the 
opportunity for Bridgend Male Choir to support HM 
Forces by performing for invited guests at a ‘Battle of 
Britain Ball’, alongside other entertainment at MoD St 
Athan for the charity, ‘Help for Heroes.’ Choristers take 
great pride in supporting servicemen and women. 

The choir’s next public performance in south Wales 
is in its home town at its annual concert at St Mary’s 
Catholic Church on October 21. Principal guest artist, 
Llio Evans is well known to the choh, having per¬ 
formed jointly previously.

Protest gala 
is planned 
for this 
Saturday 


ONCE again, Porthcawl is holding its 
^Pool-less Swimming Gala’ this Saturday 
(September 10) in John Street at 11.45am. 

Organised by the Porthcawl SHOUT older peo¬ 
ple’s forum, the spoof gala has no water, and “just 
requires a sense of humour’’. 

Owen Money will be the pool-side compere. The 
John Street pool will have three 25m swim lanes and 
a lifeguard lane. Water wings and snorkels are 
allowed but no diving. 

There will even be “synchronised’’ swimming by 
the Bridgend Dance Group and the Prelude Theatre, 
Port Talbot. 

However, the frivolity has a serious purpose. 

Gary Victor of Porthcawl SHOUT explained: 
“Porthcawl is an amenity-deprived area within 
Bridgend County Borough Council (BCBC) for both 
residents and tourists alike. 

“Results from the BCBC public consultation on 
the town’s regeneration plan showed 97 per cent of 
the enormous 5,200 replies from residents, schools 
and visitors requested a swimming pool leisure com¬ 
plex to be included in the plan. 

“However BCBC told residents at a public meet¬ 
ing they would not discuss the subject or consider 
including it. ” 

Mr Victor claimed: “The 96 acres of seafront that 
is up for sale was inherited by BCBC from 
Porthcawl, and the indoor amenity can be self- 
financed from just some of the land sale revenue. 

“Porthcawl has almost double the borough’s 
average of residents ’ aged 65 and older but has no 
Life Fitness Centre facilities to promote physical and 
mental health. 

“BCBC has provided a lavish variety of more 
than 450 Life Fitness machines around the borough 
at a cost of almost £600,000 - but not one for 
Porthcawl residents. 

“Porthcawl has 15 per cent of the borough popu¬ 
lation and provides 37 per cent of its £20 million 
council tax revenue. 

“Yet BCBC has spent £8.5 million on new and 
refurbished swim and gym facilities over the past few 
years - but not one penny on providing amenities in 
Porthcawl. ” 

He continued: “Why is Porthcawl not provided 
with health and fitness facilities for all ages when 
the ‘Climbing Higher Action Plan ’ from the Welsh 
Government states “physically active people have a 
50 per cent reduced risk of strokes, heart attacks, 
diabetes and some cancers, and a 20-30 per cent 
reduced risk of premature death’’.

Mr Victor added: “Porthcawl Shout Forum was 
established by the Welsh Assembly Government and 
BCBC to give a voice to older people. 

“However we have now been expelled and all 
funding from the Strategy for Older People in Wales

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Blackout rescue 
as girls are trapped 
at Southemdown 


FOR the second time in a 
fortnight, Porthcawl 
Lifeboat was launched - to 
rescue four teenagers cut 
off by the tide and strand¬ 
ed at Southemdown Cliffs. 

However, this rescue had to 
take place in total darkness, as 
the call for help came at 9pm on 
Friday, September 2. 

Porthcawl RNLI lifeboat Rose 
of the Shires was launched when 
four young girls were cut off. As 
the lifeboat approached 
Southemdown, due to the dark 
conditions, the girls were asked 
by Swansea Coastguard, who co¬ 
ordinated the rescue, to stay on 
their mobile phones, and guide 
the lifeboat to their position. 

Once the girls were sighted, 
crew members Ross Purchase 
and James Kinsella rowed the 
lifeboat’s smaller ‘X’ boat 
through the surf to rescue the 
girls, and bring them back to the 
safety of the lifeboat. 

The girls were brought back to 


Porthcawl Lifeboat Station safe 
and well at 10.15pm. 

The lifeboat’s helm, Simon 
Emms, said: “The crew worked 
well together in difficult condi¬ 
tions, rescuing the girls from the 
base of the cliff in total darkness 
and with strong currents. 

“The tides at the moment are 
some of the biggest of the year. It 
was easy for these girls to get cut 
off so quickly, as the tide was 
coming in very fast and caught 
them out.” 

The station’s operations man¬ 
ager, Phil Missen, said: “This is 
not the first time we have been 
called to rescue people from this 
area of Southemdown this year. 

“When walking along the base 
of the cliffs, it is important that 
you know the tides, and you stay 
clear of the base of the cliffs 
when the tide is approaching high 
water. 

“It was lucky they had a 
mobile phone and a signal to call 
the coastguard.” 

Earlier in the day, the lifeboat 


was launched at to assist a bro¬ 
ken down 17ft fishing boat off 
Sker Point, Porthcawl. 

RNLI spokesperson, Carl 
Evans said: “The lifeboat was 
paged at 3.39pm, and made good 
speed to reach the fishing boat at 
Sker Point within five minutes. 

“When they arrived on scene, 
it was found that the boat had a 
defective engine, and required a 
tow back to Porthcawl.’ 

Lifeboat helm, Steven Knipe 
said: “Once we came alongside 
the fishing vessel, we made sure 
everyone on board was safe and 
well. 

“Once this was confirmed, we 
set up a tow, and towed the boat 
back to Porthcawl. 

“It was good to see that the 
owner of the boat had all the cor¬ 
rect equipment, such as lifejack¬ 
ets, flares and a radio, and when 
he found he was in difficulty, he 
did the right thing and immedi¬ 
ately put his anchor down to stop 
the boat drifting.”

I T is with deep 
regret that we 
record the 
death of Rotarian 
Ann McAllister, 
who has been 
described as a pil¬ 
lar of Bridgend’s 
community. 

A spokeswoman for 
Bridgend Rotary Chlub 
said: “Her sudden death 
came as a shock to the 
hundreds of mourners 
who attended her funer¬ 
al. Ann was married to 
Keith, and had three 
children, Fiona, Laura 
and William, and four 
grandchildren, Lily 
Joseff, Nancy and 
Stanley. 

“Her eldest daughter, 
Fiona, read a moving 
poem, and Laura - 
Professor Laura 
McAllister - gave the 
eulogy of Ann’s life, at 
the service to celebrate 
her life at Coychurch 
Crematorium.” 

The term ‘Pillar of 
the community’ was 
designed for Ann. 
Where does one start 
with the number of 
organisations with 
which she was 
involved? 

She was the first 
female president of 
Rotary in Bridgend, 
president of Inner 
Wheel, board member 
of Home-Start, (the 
charity for families and 
children), president of 
Bridgend Local History 
Society, formerly man¬ 
ager of ‘Y Bont Centre 
for Children with 
Disabilities’ and Bettws 
Amenities Centre, for¬ 
mer voluntary sector 
representative on 
Bridgend Local Health 
Group, board member 
of Community 
Enterprise Wales, treas¬ 
urer of Plaid Cymru in 
Bridgend.... 

And all that after 
Ann’s retirement from 
her professional work 
in education welfare (as 
the local ‘whipper-in’!), 
with the Down’s 
Syndrome Association, 
the YMCA, as clerk of 
Merthyr Mawr 
Community Council 
and most recently, her 
social work with disad¬ 
vantaged children and 
their families. 

Ann was a passion¬ 
ate advocate of all of 
these organisations - 
she believed everyone 
should have the same 
chances in life - all of 
these bodies were bet¬ 
ter for Ann’s involve¬ 
ment. 

Ann was the daugh¬ 
ter of a miner, a trade 
unionist and a political 
activist and she was 
brought up in a Welsh 
Baptist family, attend¬ 
ing Calf aria Chapel. 

Laura began her trib¬ 
ute to her mother with: 
“... Mum wasn’t from 
Laleston, she was from 
Maesteg - and Heaven 
forbid anyone who said 
otherwise!...” 

The values and 


beliefs that Ann learnt 
at home in the Llynfi 
Valley were those that 
shaped her life. At a 
time when women had 
few of the opportunities 
that they have today, 
she was a role model - 
for her class and her 
community, and indeed, 
for women more gener¬ 
ally, carving out a suc¬ 
cessful professional 
career and raising her 
family. In reality, Ann 
was an inspiration for 
all whose lives she 
touched. 

Ann’s biggest legacy 
is a sense of belief in 
what could be 
achieved. She imparted 
this to her children, and 
to all around her. You 
never, ever said the 
word ‘can’t’ to Ann! 

Her attitude was: 
everything is possible, 
every goal is achiev¬ 
able with hard work, 
but nothing should be 
expected as of right. 

The horizons are 
boundless, but no ambi¬ 
tion will be fulfilled 
without proper effort 
and application. 

Ann had a powerful 
work ethic, drawn from 
her own family back¬ 
ground, which she 
inculcated in her chil¬ 
dren Fiona, Laura and 
William, that nothing 
would overawe them 
personally or profes¬ 
sionally, not to be con¬ 
fused with arrogance or 
complacency, rather a 
confidence that no-one 
is inherently better than 
you, just because of 
their education or back¬ 
ground. 

You can do anything 
with hard work and a 
bit of luck, their mum 
would say. Laura, stat¬ 
ed that: “In our opin¬ 
ion, that is the single 
most important thing 
you can pass onto your 
children.” 

Ann had a passion 
for gardening and an 
encyclopaedic knowl¬ 
edge of plants and 
flowers, a commitment 
to community through 
social and probation 
work, and a belief in 
the importance and 
power of politics 
(although she’d also 
remind her children 
that she was a mean 
athlete in her time 
too!). 

In everything they 
did, and all that her 
children and the grand¬ 
children do in the 
future, their mum’s 
influence will loom 
large. 

Ann was married to 
Keith for nearly 50 
years and they were the 
perfect couple - they 
still enjoyed each 
other’s company, even 
if she moaned about his 
addiction to Sky Sports 
and the time he spent in 
Laleston Inn! 

But as a couple, they 
were absolutely the 
best role model for 
couples’ relationships - 
not the romantic ideal 
of constant sweetness 


and light, but a proper 
partnership - warts and 
all. 

Laura says that Mum 
and Dad did things 
together (the birthday 
trip to Portmeirion last 
year and, most recently, 
the cricket at St Helens 
and a day out at 
Wimbledon) but they 
also had lives apart. 

Laura said: “... Mum 
doted on us, but also on 
her four grandchildren 
- Lily, Joseff, Nancy 
and Stanley. She looked 
after them in the way 
we had been looked 
after by her mother, our 
Gran. She was a proper 
Granny, involved in 
everything that the chil¬ 
dren do and contribut¬ 
ing to all aspects of 
their upbringing. 

“Their relationships 
with Granny Annie will 
already have shaped 
their lives and I know 
they’ll never forget 
her...” 

Ann was someone 
who made things hap¬ 
pen. If you needed any¬ 
thing doing, you’d ask 
Ann. It’s fair to say that 
she was impatient with 
those who expected 
things to come easily or 
without endeavour. 

She would get exas¬ 
perated at inactivity 
(she found it hard - no 
impossible - to sit 
still!), also at poor 
organisation, or a lack 
of commitment and 
perseverance. 

Hard work was sec¬ 
ond nature to her and 
she had no time for 
people who weren’t 
prepared to roll up their 
sleeves and work for 
what they wanted. 

Ann was knowledge¬ 
able, dependable and 
pragmatic - problems 
were there to be solved, 
in her eyes. She 
believed in her commu¬ 
nity and in her country. 

She was fiercely 
Welsh. She was proud 
that she had been 
brought up a Welsh- 
speaker, and she and 
Keith made the radical 
decision (very radical 
in those days) to send 
Fiona and Laura to 
Welsh-medium schools, 
including the pioneer¬ 
ing Ysgol Glyndwr. 

She was equally 
thrilled that all of her 
grandchildren are now 
in Welsh medium 
schools. She was an 
active member of Plaid 
Cymru and a passionate 
believer in Wales and 
its people, and had no 
truck with any tradi¬ 
tional Welsh inferiority 
complexes. 

She believed we 
were every bit as good 
as anyone else. 

Ann was blessed 
with some truly won¬ 
derful friends - once 
you were her friend, 
you were her friend for 
life, and she’d do any¬ 
thing for you and be 
your strongest defend¬ 
er, whatever you’d 
done. 

Laura said that at 



times like this, it’s very 
hard to find many posi¬ 
tives, but we mustn’t 
forget that there are 
plenty. 

Firstly, while Ann’s 
death was untimely, its 
manner was completely 
in keeping with her life. 
She never slowed 
down, she was never 
ill. She lived life to the 
full and at quite some 
pace! She was active, 
energetic, and youth¬ 
ful...right to the last. 

There were no free 
minutes - let alone 
hours - in Ann’s days. 
Every minute was 
filled, she simply 
couldn’t have done 
more with her life and 
that fact will be a 
tremendous consolation 
in the weeks to come. 

These are incredibly 
sad times, but Laura 
said that they knew for 
certain that Ann would¬ 
n’t want any of us to be 
sad for long. 

Instead, we should 
remember with pride 
everything she 
achieved and celebrate 
the immense contribu¬ 
tions she made to this 
community, and the dif¬ 
ferences she made to so 
many people’s lives. 

As so many have 
said in letters and cards 
- ‘Bridgend will be a 
worse place without 
Ann’.

Steaming in 

ONCE again, enthusi¬ 
asts will be pleased to 
see a steam engine 
locomotive passing 
through Bridgend. 

This time it is the 
Nunney Castle pulling 
the Pembroke Coast 
Express on Sunday, 
September 11, at 
9.30am, returning at 
6.30pm. 

The Nunney Castle is 
from the Great Western 
Railways castle class No 
5029, built at Swindon 
in 1934, and named 
after a small castle near 
Frome in Somerset. 

This engine was 
employed on many 
occasions depicting ‘life 
on the railway’ type 
photographs. On the 
first day of World War 
Two evacuations, this 
engine hauled trains full 
of children taken from 
London to the safety of 
the countryside. 

Nunney Castle was 
also chosen to haul the 
royal train from 
Paddington to 
Gloucester in October 
1957. 

Engine No 5029 was 
allocated to Old Oak 
Common in west 
London for most of its 
working life, finally fin¬ 
ishing at Cardiff East 
Dock in December 
1962, where it remained 
until being withdrawn 
from service in 1963. 

In 1964, it finished up 
in a scrapyard in Barry, 
where it remained until 
rescued in 1976. 

It remained in private 
ownership until it was 
finally restored at 
Didcot and went into 
service in 1990. 

Nunney Castle 
returned to main line 
service in 2000 and was 
the first Great Western 
locomotive to be fitted 
with a train protection 
warning system in 2002. 

In 2005 it was decid¬ 
ed 5029 should have a 
major overhaul, which 
was completed by early 
2008. It was repainted in 
its present post-national¬ 
isation 1948 livery, 
given a successful test 
run, and was passed for 
main line service in 
April 2008.

THEY say that 
everyone has a 
book in them - or 
at least a story to 

tell. 

The trouble is, the 
vast majority shy away 
from it. After all, the 
average novel runs to 
70,000 words, and if 
you have the stamina to 
complete that task, you 
then have to summon up 
the nerve to send it off 
to publishers, and hope 
that you don't receive a 
rejection slip. 

Now, however, one 
Porthcawl man has 
shown that you can use 
the digital age to by pass 
those old-fashioned sys¬ 
tems. 

Peter Britton had that 
urge to write a novel, 
and went right ahead 
and did so. His next 
step, however, was dif¬ 
ferent, because he has 
published the book on 
Amazon, where it is 
available as a digital 
download - direct to a 
Kindle electronic book. 

The Kindle has been 
one of the most popular 
devices in recent years - 
particularly in the last 
12 months - and Peter’s 
use of it could be blaz¬ 
ing a trail for would-be 
authors. 

Peter, a former pupil 
at Porthcawl 
Comprehensive, is keen 
to get his book, entitled 


Dark As Light Fails, 
read by as many people 
as possible - not least so 
that he can get feedback 
from readers - and he 
has priced it at just 
£2.63, which is cheaper 
than a pint of beer in 
many pubs in 
Porthcawl! 

The GEM inter¬ 
viewed 31-year-old 
Peter and wondered 
where he found the 
time, as he is a busy 
professional photogra¬ 
pher who also lectures 
on photography at the 
University of 
Glamorgan and at 
Ystrad Mynach College. 

He cited the great 
American writer 
Cormac McCarthy as 
his inspiration for writ¬ 
ing this book. He said: 

“I started one of his 
books, couldn’t put it 
down and finished it in 
the early hours of the 
morning. After that, I 
read everything else I 
could find of Ms.” 

Now, for those not 
familiar with Cormac 
McCarthy, it is fair to 
say that you don’t buy 
one of his books if you 
fancy a rom-com with a 
happy ending. 

His view of the world 
is that humans are sav¬ 
ages, covered by a thin 
veneer of civilisation, 
and that it doesn’t take 
much to unleash the 
wild animal witMn.

Some are still OK, 
wMle some have sur¬ 
vived but have gone 
crazy. They are a bit like 
zombies but can run 
faster, wMch is not good 
news for the unaffected 
ones. 

In fact, the crazies are 
more like the Reivers 
from Joss Wheadon's 
short-lived Firefly 
series, so survival is not 
going to be easy. 

He tries to get to 
London to meet up with 
his true love, and the 
story follows hi m as he 
tries to get across this 
broken Britain. 

It is not a book to 
give your granny, and 
there are some very 
gruesome scenes. 

He added: “Having 
finished the book, it 
seemed a shame to have 
it lying around the 
house, so the idea of 
getting it out there and

seeing what people had 
to say about it was a 
good one.” 

Peter has had com¬ 
ments from complete 
strangers, some very 
positive. 

The whole experience 
of writing it has 
enthused him. He said:

He says that this one 
will be different, 
although Peter describes 
it as a horror story, so it 
might still not be one for 
granny.

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Rebecca’s killer sentenced 


JOSHUA DAVIES, 
the 16-year-old 
schoolboy who bat¬ 
tered his former 
girlfriend to death, 
has been jailed for 
at least 13 years. 

At his trial in July, 
the jury found him 
guilty, hy a 10-2 
majority, of luring 
Rebecca Aylward, 


aged 15, into a wood 
in Aherkenfig in 2010 
and killing her hy 
attacking her with a 
rock. 

Speaking to BBC 
radio after the verdict, 
Rebecca’s mother, 
Sonia Oatley. wel¬ 
comed the sentence, 
but said that Davies 
deserved the death 
penalty. 


Davies was given an 
indeterminate sen¬ 
tence, which means he 
will serve a minimum 
of 13 years 53 days, 
which takes into 
account time already 
spent in custody, 
before he is considered 
for parole. 

Speaking outside 
court, Ms Oatley said: 
“Rebecca believed in 


the justice system and 
today justice has been 
served.” 

Sentencing Davies, 
the judge, Mr Justice 
Lloyd Jones, said that 
Rebecca’s death had 
left a “permanent 
shadow” over her 
family.

It means, for instance, 
that instead of delivering 
a sermon once a month, 
he now has to find a 
subject twice a week.

It was in Durban, that 
he met his wife, 
Monique, a primary 
school teacher. 

The decision to move 
to the UK came about 
almost by accident. He 
discovered that a church 
in Hillingdon was look¬ 
ing for a youth worker 
and, because he fancied 
a trip to England, 
applied for the job. 

He said: “I went to 
the interview not 
expecting to get it, and 
when I was offered the 
job, I had to make a 
decision.” 

He came to 

Hillingdon, enjoyed it, 
and when he was set¬ 
tled, Monique joined 
him. 


Three years ago, they 
had a daughter, Emily. 

Phil lived through 
momentous times in 
South Africa and his 
hero is Nelson Mandela. 

The day in 1995 
when Erancois Pienaar’s 
team won the World 
Cup, with Mandela 
wearing Pienaar’s shirt, 
meant an awful lot to a 
rugby fan like Phil. 

He said: “My parents 
still live in South Africa 
and they talk about how 
things are. They are 
proud of the reforms, 
but they do worry about 
other things. 

“Basically, they love 
the equality, but hate the 
crime.” 

Phil, Monique and 
Emily are very enthusi¬ 
astic about their new 
home. After living in 
Durban, Phil finds the 
chance to be near the 
sea a real plus point and, 
as their new home is in 
Broughton, they are lov¬ 
ing the pace of life in 
the Vale. 

Eor the moment, 
though, Phil the rugby 
fan’s mind is on Sunday, 
and he will be shouting 
for the boys in green 
and gold. 

He said: “We are put¬ 
ting out an experienced 
team, but I wonder 
about the average age, 

“It could be one 
World Cup too many for 
some of them!” 

If it turns out that 
way, at least Phil can be 
assured of genuine sym¬ 
pathy from his congre¬ 
gation. The Welsh, after 
all, are used to coping 
with disappointment! 


PENARTH AND DISTRICT 
RAMBLERS ROUND-UP 

A journey into the past as 
walkers stroll through Vale 


T he weather on Bank 

Holiday Monday turned 
out to be just perfect for 
walking and 13 members, plus 
Muttley the Springer Spaniel, 
turned up for the start of a 
local walk in the lovely Vale. 

They met at the 14th century 
church at St Nicholas where many 
members of the Cory family, who 
owned Dyffryn House, are interred 
and set off along part of Valeways 
Millennium Trail to Homri. They 
strolled through the lush fields that 
led them to Wyndham Park. 

Crossing the River Ely footbridge, 
they walked through Peterston-super- 
Ely, having just passed over the rail¬ 
way bridge as a steam train hurtled 
through, taking its passengers to west 
Wales. 

They made steady progress to St 
Brides-super-Ely and paused at the 
village church which is dedicated to 
St Bridget (or St Brigid) and dates 
back to the early 13th century. It was 
a poignant place for one member 
whose father-in-law and husband are 
buried there. 

Taking the lane out of the village, 
the group crossed several fields and 
made their way towards the old dis¬ 
used windmill at St y Nyll. 

A field of cows with young calves 
was carefully negotiated before the 
group dropped downhill and passed 
under the A4232 and, joining St 
Brides Road for a short distance, they 
deviated through the fields at the rear 


of St Eagans. 

On these fields in May 1648, the 
Parliamentary force, led by Col 
Horton, fought the Royalists, led by 
Major General Laughame. 

Circumnavigating the grounds of 
St Pagans Castle, which was donated 
by the Earl of Plymouth for the open¬ 
ing of the Welsh Polk Museum back 
in 1946, the group passed several 
small cottages near the railway cross¬ 
ing before joining the banks of the 
River Ely. 

Moving downstream past a few 
laid-back cows, they went back under 
the A4232 and re-crossed the River 
Ely emerging at St George’s. 

Entering fields, the group headed 
across the Coedarhydyglyn estate and 
following a narrow overgrown path¬ 
way, climbed gradually through pretty 
woodland and continued uphill 
through Old Coedarhydyglyn to the 
very busy A48. 

The group reached The Downs, 
where there are narrow paths through 
head-high ferns in places, and eventu¬ 
ally arrived at Vianshill Parm. 

Taking pathways beside fields still 
filled with wheat, they walked on for 
about a mile to return to the A48. 
Passing Blacksmith’s Row, the group 
made their way back to the village 
church. 

On September 10 there is a change 
to the planned programme. Meet at 
9.30am at Cogan Leisure Centre for 
an 8-mile mod/hard walk to Ruperra 
Castle and along the Porge Trail; con¬ 
tact Geraint on 029 2051 5278.

What use are 
computers? 


“What use are computers? They 
can’t make the coffee or think for 
themselves” - 1 was once asked, 
by someone who couldn’t 
imagine finding a use for one 
himself. 

The main incentive for me had 
been as a word processor. I needed to 
type letters and reports. Using a type¬ 
writer, was slow and cumbersome, but 
also impossible to produce a nice 
clean result. 

I simply could not type a whole 
document without the frustration of 
making enough errors and corrections 
to ruin its appearance. 

I also needed to handle some num¬ 
bers and would need to add long 
columns of figures several times to be 
sure the total was correct. This could 
also get messy if any numbers needed 
to be adjusted. 

My first computer solved both 
problems for me. Typing can be 
amended endlessly until the final 
result is a crisp clear printed copy. 

The power of spreadsheets enabled 
long columns of figures to be added 
accurately. Changes could be made 
and totals adjusted in an instant. 

Mastering these basic tasks paid off 
handsomely in improved results and 
satisfaction. 

I have, over time, become more 
familiar with the machine and its pro¬ 
grammes. A whole world of possibili¬ 
ties opened up. 

For typing, there are literally hun¬ 
dreds of different fonts to choose from 
so your formal letters can look smart 
and crystal clear, but chatty letters to 
friends can look totally different - you 
can even type with a design that looks 
just like handwriting. 


I always found it irritating to get 
business letters that are just a little too 
long to fit on one page and a second 
page carries just one line and a signa¬ 
ture and a lot of blank space. 

A computer allows you to shrink 
the print just enough to force the letter 
to fit neatly onto a single sheet. 

Any size of letters can be chosen, 
not just the sizes offered when you 
click on the title bar, and, misquoting 
Henry Ford, you can have it in any 
colour including black - and bold - 
and italic - and underlined - and dou¬ 
ble underlined. 

All the above options are available 
when filling in a spreadsheet, too, but 
the spreadsheet does more than add 
numbers. It can subtract, multiply and 
divide as well as work out percent¬ 
ages. It can also handle complicated 
calculations and answer questions, 
about anything you want it to do. 

Computers are developing to cope 
with ever more tasks. They now han¬ 
dle digital music and photographs, 
emails and telephone calls. 

The biggest change has been the 
development of the World Wide Web 
and its social networks and commer¬ 
cial websites and vast volumes of 
information on just about anything. 

The chap who asked the question, 
above, now spends a lot of time on his 
computer researching his family tree. 
He probably finds it useful for other 
things as well!

Court hears of attack 
at police rugby match 


A BURLY policeman 
attacked a fellow South 
Wales Police officer during 
a rugby match, a court 
heard on Monday. 

Towering 6ft 4in Pc Brett 
O’Hagan allegedly lashed out at 
colleague. Detective Constable 
Gareth Bishop - gashing his face, 
blacking his eye and breaking his 
nose. 

O’Hagan (31), denied inflict¬ 
ing grievous bodily harm - after 
telling other officers: “He ran on 
to my fist.” 

The jury at Newport Crown 
Court heard how the two consta¬ 
bles from the same police force 
were on opposing sides in a 
hotly-contested local league 
match. 

Prosecutor Michael Hammond 
said: “It’s an unusual case - this 
took place in the rugby field with 
the defendant and the victim both 
serving police officers with the 
same force. 

“Mr Bishop could see 
O’Hagan kneeing another player 
in the back and went over to split 
the two players up, pulling the 
defendant away. 

“But as he turned to walk 
away, he was punched once in the 
face and knocked to the floor. As 
he lay there. O’Hagan kicked him 
once in the face with a forceful 
blow.” 

Det Con Bishop (38), who was 
wearing a protective skull cap, 
was rushed to hospital with cuts 
to his face which had to be 
stitched. 

He later underwent an opera¬ 
tion under general anaesthetic to 
reset his nose. 

The jury was shown photo¬ 


graphs of the officer’s injuries 
and pictures from the match, 
taken by a photographer on the 
touchline. 

The alleged violence - which 
was not seen by the referee - 
erupted 20 minutes into the game 
between South Wales Police and 
village team Wattstown RFC. 

Det Con Bishop, a CID officer 
in Barry, later complained to 
police, who went to O’Hagan’s 
home to interview him. 

They also seized his rugby 
boots, which the court heard had 
blood on them matching Mr 
Bishop’s DNA. 

Mr Hammond told the court: 
“Rugby is a hard and physical 
game. Tempers flare and punches 
are thrown, but this is usually 
dealt with by the referee, and can 
be part and parcel of the game. 

“But once in a while, things 
are taken too far and go beyond 
the rules of the game. In this 
case, it was so serious that it went 
far beyond the rules and became 
a criminal action and must be 
dealt with in a criminal court.” 

No 8 forward O’Hagan 
claimed in a police interview that 
the incident began when a South 
Wales Police player hung onto his 
legs. 

He said: “I saw Gareth Bishop 
running full-pelt towards me - he 
must be four stone heavier than 
me. He was coming so fast that 
he was out to cause me damage. 

“I lashed out with a straight- 
arm punch and he ran onto my 
fist.” 

O’Hagan, of Porth, Rhondda, 
denies wounding with intent to 
cause grievous bodily harm, 
claiming he acted in self-defence. 

Giving evidence, Gareth 


Bishop told the court: “O’Hagan 
was sticking his knees into the 
shoulder of our open side flanker 

- it happened a few times and I 
could see he was trying to hurt 
him. 

“I stopped him and told him to 
cut it out. As I turned to move 
away, I felt a punch a split second 
later which connected with my 
nose. I fell on the floor. 

“As I was going down, I felt a 
boot in my face and I was in con¬ 
siderable pain. I was on my hands 
and knees and there was a mas¬ 
sive amount of blood on the 
ground.” 

DC Bishop - based at Barry 
CID - said he knew O’Hagan and 
had even selected him for a South 
Wales police side against Gwent 
Police a few months earlier. 

DC Bishop, who still sports 
scars on his nose, told the court 
the match was "quite hostile" 
with a lot of aggression being 
shown towards his team. 

But he denied under cross- 
examination that he had turned 
towards the accused man as if to 
strike him. 

Defending barrister, Timothy 
Evans, claimed that O’Hagan was 
trying to defend himself by hit¬ 
ting DC Bishop with his left hand 

- and not a right hook as claimed. 

Photographer Gareth Davies, 

who snapped the incident, told 
the court: “There was a lot of 
aggression thrown at the South 
Wales Police players. 

“I saw a few punches being 
thrown towards Gareth Bishop 
and he was trying to defend 
himelf.” 

The trial continues at Newport 
Crown Court.

PORTHCAWL will be at the forefront of 
a £5 million Welsh Government drive to 
raise the profile of the country by putting 
it on the golfing map. 

A deal with the European Senior Tour will see a 
series of prestige events coming to Wales - and 
many will take place at the Royal Porthcawl Golf 
Club. 

In fact, the Senior Open Championship - now a 
major event which attracts all the top senior golfers 
in the world, will come to Wales three times in the 
next 12 years, and twice (at least) to Porthcawl. 

First Minister Carwyn Jones came to the club¬ 
house at the Royal Porthcawl to make the announce¬ 
ment, and said that it would build on the legacy of 
hosting the Ryder Cup in Celtic Manor last year. 

Porthcawl will host the Senior Open 
Championship in 2014, and at least once more. The 
senior event will attract more than 300 top golfers, 
plus all the attendant entourage of caddies, family 
and friends, swing coaches, putting gurus and sports 
psychologists. 

On top of that, all the administrative staff needed 
to run a big tournament will be coming to the area. 

The Royal Porthcawl will also play host to the 
Welsh Seniors Championship - a sizeable event in 
itself - in 2013, as part of the lead in to the arrival of 
the Senior Open. 

Speaking at the launch, Mr Jones said: “The 
Royal Porthcawl is a fantastic golfing challenge in a 
town that will offer a great welcome. 

“This shows that Wales is a great golf destination, 
particularly after the Ryder Cup, which attracted 
many visitors.” 

John Roger Jones, representing the Royal and 
Ancient Championship Committee, said: “As a 
proud Welshman, I am delighted that Wales will be 
on the golfing map right through the 2020s.” 

Coun Alana Davies represented Bridgend County 
Borough Council (BCBC) at the launch and said: 
“This is fantastic news and directly links to the 
council’s plans to regenerate the town.” 

She said that many of the elements of the regen¬ 
eration would be in place by 2014, and pointed to the 
new cycle and walkway that now runs from the town 
to the course, and the boardwalk, where there are 
plans to extend it further along the sea shore. At 
present, it runs the full length of the first hole at the 
Royal. 

Andy Stubbs, the managing director of the 
European Senior Tour said that it was a “momentous 
day” and that it was great to have the support of the 
Welsh Government. 

With around 300 entries for the four-day tourna¬ 
ment, it means that two local links courses will be 
needed earlier in the week for a qualifying event to 
whittle the field down.

Lifeboat volunteers and Coastguards get 
an emergency call - on charity cycle ride 



Brew(ing) up for the 
next Coffee Morning! 


PORTHCAWL RNLI volun¬ 
teers, Porthcawl Coastguard 
unit, families and friends, took 
part in a charity cycle ride 
around Porthcawl on Saturday 
to raise money for the benefit 
of Logan Evans, grandson of 
the late Mike Evans, who had 
served Porthcawl lifeboat for 
40 years. 

Within minutes of cyclists returning 
to the lifeboat station, a ‘launch 
request’ was received from Swansea 
Coastguard. Two people at sea in an 
inflatable kayak had dialled 999. 

One of the fundraising organisers, 
Ross Martin, a close friend of Mike, 
said: “Last year, we did a similar 
event to raise money towards the cost 
of a memorial bench in honour of 
Mike. This is now outside the RNLI 
lifeboat station, exactly where Mike 
would enjoy a chat with his col¬ 
leagues on the crew. 

“Tragically, earlier this year his 
grandson Logan was orphaned and so 
the crew thought it would be a good 
way to raise some money for Logan’s 
benefit by repeating last year’s event. 

“Members of Logan’s family also 
joined in the cycle ride and, with his 
grandmother and guardian Myra 
Evans, Logan who is now one-years- 
old, supported the cyclists throughout 
the afternoon. 


“We cycled along the seafront via 
Rest Bay, and had a welcome break at 
Nottage Green, before setting off back 
to the lifeboat station. 

“Later in the evening, crew mem¬ 
bers helped with a barbecue and sup¬ 
per, again raising more money for 
Logan.

“Our lifeboat Rose of the Shires 
was launched to rescue two male 
casualties who feared for their own 
safety when paddling about half a 
mile off the seafront. 

“The weather changed and the sea 
quickly turned from being calm to 
becoming quite choppy. 

“Within minutes, we had them safe¬ 
ly aboard the lifeboat, a little wet, but 
relieved to be rescued. 

“During the rescue, Porthcawl 
Coastguard unit, who were also at the 
station following the cycle ride, sup¬ 
ported the call via radio communica¬ 
tion with Swansea, and provided the 
casualties with some sea safety infor¬ 
mation. ”

I F you’ve ever won¬ 
dered where the elec¬ 
tricity you use comes 
from while you are paying 
your ‘lecky’ bill, the source 
could be a lot closer to 
home than you think. 

Let’s see now...Aberthaw 
(coal- fired), Barry (gas-fired), 
Dinorwig (hydro), Mrs Jones at 
No 8 (solar)...

Horror and laughs combine 
in Farrell’s ‘Fright Night’ 


S INCE his 
much publi¬ 
cised battle 
with various 
‘demons’, Colin 
Farrell has shown 
that beyond the 
hype that accom¬ 
panied him at the 
start of his career, 
he has the talent to 
back it up. 

Whether playing for 
laughs in Horrible 
Bosses, indulging in 
mythical tales in 
Ondine, or stealing the 
show in In Bruges, 
Farrell has been on a 
solid run of form, some¬ 
thing he will no doubt 
hope will continue with 
Fright Night. 

A remake of the 1985 
frightener, Farrell plays 
Jerry, a mysterious man 
who moves in next door 
to Charley (Anton 
Yelchin). When Charley 
does some digging with 
his best friend Ed 
(Christopher Mintz 
Plasse), he discovers 
that Jerry is a vampire - 
something that puts 
Charley’s mum (Toni 
Collette) and girlfriend 
(Imogen Foots) at risk. 

Charley must step up 
to the plate and try to 
eradicate Jeiry before 
he can get his teeth into 
the whole town... 

Let’s face it - the 
days of vampires being 
the scourge of the earth 
and scary to boot took a 
hit the minute the 
Twilight films showed 
up and turned them into 
lovestruck, miserable 


characters moping 
around after human 
women. 

That Edward Cullen 
is any link to 
Christopher Lee’s 
Dracula is beyond far 
fetched - they are on 
drastically differing 
sides of the coin. 

It’s obviously some¬ 
thing that those 
involved with this 
remake of Fright Night 
have put to the forefront 
of their minds, no doubt 
keen to distance them¬ 
selves from the teen- 
appealing drudgery of 
the Twilight films. 

It is something that 
pays dividends, as the 
film is an entertaining, 
slightly dark tale that 
manages to balance 
scares with irreverency, 
while also making sure 
the vampire element of 
the story is sexy and 
cool. 

Given that said vam¬ 
pire element is played 
by Colin Farrell, the 
sexy and cool part isn’t 
exactly difficult to 
achieve, the actor deliv¬ 
ering yet another sub¬ 
lime turn as the mysteri¬ 
ous neighbour who has 
certain vampiric secrets 
to keep quiet. 

Playing the character 
with a quiet menace and 
a shark-like cold blood¬ 
edness, Farrell’s is is an 
entertaining turn - bad 
guy yes, but also unmis¬ 
takably fun and watch- 
able; he’s not the sort of 
vampire to be sat at 
home knitting when 
there are people to hunt 
down! 


Slimming can

human! 

Coupled with his 
character’s rise in social 
status - and the friends 
he has left behind - 
Yelchin’s turn is rooted 
in reality, the actor 
offering a sparky inter¬ 
play with Farrell. 

While Imogen Foots, 
Christopher Mintz- 
Plasse and Toni Collette 
all shine, David Tennant 
is a real gas as showbiz 
dark arts expert Peter 
Vincent. 

With a bon viveur 
attitude and copious 
swearing, Tennant turns 
him into part rock star, 
part Bujfy The Vampire 
Slayer, and the former 
Doctor takes great relish 
in swallowing up the set 
when he’s on screen. 

While screenwriter 
Marti Noxon updates 
the original to throw in 
a more modem edge, 
director Craig Gillespie 
handles the material 
well, balancing the 
comedy with the horror 
element superbly. 

It is rarely laugh-out- 
loud funny or seat of 
your pants scary, but it 
does make for a heady 
mix that the director 
skilfully brings out, 
while his background of 
character-based films 
(Lars,and The Real Girl 
being a must-see piece 
of work) means that he 
doesn’t shortchange the 
characters for spectacle.

That said, there is 
nothing here that will 
live too long in the 
memory; the film is 
pure entertainment, the 
plot holes suggesting 
that nothing should be 
taken too seriously. 

However, it certainly 
achieves its aim of 
entertaining (and scar¬ 
ing), making this Fright 
Night well worth two 
hours of your time. 

VERDICT-An 
entertaining mix of 
jumps and laughs.

Controversy leads 
to Blue times! 


I T’S hard to 
believe that 12 
months have 
past since 
Aberkenfig’s 
Delyth Thomas’s 
Am I Blue landed 
one of the biggest 
gambles seen on a 
racecourse in 
years. 

Am I Blue, a former 
inmate of Aberthin’s 
Tim Vaughan’s yard, 
romped home under top 
jockey Richard 
Johnson, an unchal¬ 
lenged winner of the 
Wyvern Ices Handicap 
Hurdle, after being 
backed from 25-1 to 5- 
1 . 

An investigation into 
the race by the British 
Horseracing Authority 
is ongoing. The local 
stewards at the time 
accepted Thomas’s 
explanation that the 
vast improvement in 
the four-year-old filly’s 
form was brought about 
by a change in race rid¬ 
ing tactics and also that 
Am I Blue had had a 
number of spinal thera¬ 
py sessions leading up 
to the race. 

In fact, Thomas told 
me that it was Annabel 
Thomas, of Bridgend, 
no relation I under¬ 
stand, who worked the 
oracle on her horse. 

Thomas said that the 
stipendiary steward on 
the day, Simon Cowley, 
was happy with the 
explanation she had 
given him. 

However, much was 
made of the fact that 
Am I Blue was 
Thomas’s first winner 
under National Hunt 
rules in years. The 
press said nothing 
about the fact that 
Thomas was a leading 
trainer in the Arabian 
horse racing world. 

In fact, only a matter 
of weeks ago, I report¬ 
ed in The GEM that she 
had saddled three win¬ 
ners at an Arabian

horse-racing meeting at 
Hereford Racecourse. 

Bookmakers claimed 
that Am I Blue’s win 
had cost them an esti¬ 
mated half-a-million 
pounds, so it was only 
right and proper that 
the BHA’s head of 
comunications, Paul 
Struthers, gave a state¬ 
ment which read: 
“When a horse wins 
showing improved 
form, having been 
heavily supported and 
subject to a jockey 
change (Johnson had 
been a late replacement 
for Welsh conditional 
jockey Dean Coleman), 
it is vital for the 
integrity of the sport 
that all of the facts are 
established. 

“Our integrity 
department spoke to the 
racecourse stewards, 
who obtained two pos¬ 
sible reasons for the 
improvement in form. 

It remains entirely pos¬ 
sible that everything is 
above board, but just as 
important to prove if 
that was the case as to 
prove it wasn’t. 
Therefore, our integrity 
services and licensing 
department will be 
looking into all the cir¬ 
cumstances of Am I 
Blue’s victory.” 

Thomas, who says 
she knows nothing 
about the huge gamble 
on her horse, will be 
hoping that she doesn’t 
have much longer to 
wait so that she “can 
get on with my life”. 

Dean Coleman has 
said that the controver¬ 
sy surrounding his 
absence from Hereford 
on that day was the 
main reason why he 
gave up race-riding. 

I know Deano, as I 
usually call him, had 
lost his confidence and 
was not getting the 
rides he deserved - but

SOME artists produce 
more than one version of a 
particular piece: French 
impressionist Claude 
Monet did this with his 
famous haystacks - and 
more recently Mike Hall, 
who lives on the 
Hampshire/Berkshire bor¬ 
der, frequently paints two 
to three examples of the 
same work. 

He says that his latest versions 
are often the best because he’s 
been able to step back and careful¬ 
ly consider them, ironing out any 
problem areas. 

In the same way, it is not 
uncommon for car manufacturers 
to launch new improved and 
updated versions of their models. 
Take Kia with its Sportage, a 
crossover vehicle it first intro¬ 
duced in 1995. 

Much like an artist, Kia has 
taken time to consider its work 
and make suitable adjustments 
here and there, giving a very capa¬ 
ble third generation 4x4. 

Compare the first generation 
Sportage, which was admittedly a 
little boxy, with the latest one 
introduced last year and you’ll see 
the massive strides the manufac¬ 
turer has made. 

With more aggressive and pur¬ 
poseful looks, the latest model 
also comes with decent equipment 
levels. It’s interesting to note that 
from outside, the windows look 
quite small, certainly in compari¬ 


son to the competition and you 
wonder whether it might be claus¬ 
trophobic inside - but none of it - 
it doesn’t impact in any way at all. 

The 1.7-litre CRDi tested 
boasts a comfy black and grey 
interior and the front passenger 
grab handle on the centre console 
is a thoughtful addition while also 
hinting at the Sportage’s off-road 
abilities. 

There’s a cavernous boot. 
During the test it has returned over 
50mpg helped by a six-speed man¬ 
ual gearbox and easy-to-use cruise 
control. 

The 1.7 CRDi comes with 
start/stop, which helps lower 
emissions and it is claimed this 
also improves fuel economy. 
However, on the road the ride 
feels a little wallowy, but you 
can’t fault its bullish attitude off 
road, making light work of the 
field I subjected it to. 

Parkers, the car experts, say: 
“Kia’s rivals now have something 
to truly worry about: the latest 
Sportage looks the part and with 


generous kit levels, acres of space 
and a decent choice of engines it is 
raising the bar even higher in the 
crossover sector.” 

The Korean manufacturer 
realises that customers have 
become increasingly fickle and 
that not only are they driven by an 
attractive design, they also 
demand value for money and 
economy. 

It has risen to the challenge and 
successfully forged a place for 
itself as the affordable alternative 
to mainstream competitors like 
Toyota and Nissan.

LET BATTLE COMMENCE! 


AND SO IT BEGINS... 

The seventh Rugby World Cup kicks off 
tomorrow (Friday, September 9) in the 
country where it all began - New Zealand 

- which co-hosted the inaugural tourna¬ 
ment with Australia in 1987. 

On that historic occasion. Captain Kirk’s 
Kiwis claimed the shiny new William Webb Ellis 
trophy by overwhelming France 29-9 in the final 
at Eden Park, Auckland. 

Amazingly, in the 24 years since then, and 
despite their acknowledged number one status 
on the global rugby scene, successive New 
Zealand teams have failed to repeat the feat; 
while arch Tri-Nations rivals, Australia and 
South Africa, have each won the coveted trophy 
twice, confirming the southern hemisphere’s 
near-total dominance of the RWC tournament. 

South Africa, who were excluded in 1987 dur¬ 
ing the Apartheid era, defeated New Zealand 15- 
12 in 1995 and England 15-6 in 2007. 

Australia beat England 12-6 in 1991. England 
gained revenge in 2003 with a 20-17 final victory 

- the northern hemisphere’s solitary success, 
thanks to Jonny Wilkinson’s last-gasp drop goal; 
while Australia defeated France 35-12 in 1999, 
the year hosts Wales went out in the quarter 
finals. 

Now, for the first time since 1987, the men in 
black will be back on home turf, tagged as title 
favourites, and head coach Graham Henry 
knows full well that the whole of New Zealand 
expects the coveted Cup to remain there at tour¬ 
nament’s end. 

The prospect of yet another All Blacks’ failure 
in the World Cup is simply not an option, partic-

ularly in their own backyard - though recent 
conquerors, Australia, and their Kiwi coach, 
Robbie Deans, may have something to say 
about that... No pressure, then! 

Meanwhile, current world champions. South 
Africa, begin their title defence against Wales in 
Wellington on Sunday, September 12. 

Given the Springboks’ pedigree, and the fact 
that they have only ever lost once to the red 
dragon, they will go into the match supremely 
confident of overcoming the first hurdle en route 
to retaining their title. 

However, they are a team under pressure - not 
least in knowing that no-one has yet managed to 
win the trophy at successive tournaments - a 
fact not lost on Wales’ head coach, former All 
Black, Warren Gatland. He began now familiar 
mind games by provocatively asserting that the 
Springboks “don’t play any rugby - they don’t 
do anything”. 

It remains to be seen whether his words will 
have the desired psychological effect, or as has 
often been the case in the past, wind the opposi¬ 
tion up in a way that will come back to haunt 
him. 

He has insisted that Wales are targeting their 
opening game in Pool D as one they can win, but 
the reality is that they are facing a formidable 
Springboks squad, which still contains 18 of the 
players who triumphed in 2007. 

“We have pushed South Africa close in recent 
encounters and it is about getting over the line. 
We know it will be tough and we have to go out 


there with confidence, putting out our best side 
to get a performance and a victory. 

“r/iw is the fittest squad I have been involved in 
and as long as we do not pick up too many key 
injuries, we have a chance’^ Gatland maintained. 

However, he admits that his young, improving 
team have yet to resolve a fundamental flaw 
which has bedevilled many a brave perform¬ 
ance: “Wc have been 14-15points up and haven’t 
been good enough or clinical enough, and have 
let the opposition back into the game.” 

In the red hot cauldron of World Cup rugby, 
that could prove just as costly as the opposite 
Welsh bugbear - a frustratingly-slow start that 
has so often resulted in Wales conceding an early 
lead and then having to chase the game in the 
closing stages. 

If the South Africans will be unforgiving of 
any shortcomings, so too will the other southern 
hemisphere teams Wales face in this so-called 
‘group of death’ - with old nemesis, Samoa, a 
week later on September 18 in Hamilton; and 
Fiji, who put Wales on an early plane home in 
2007, pencilled in for October 2. 

(The only possible respite will come in the 
clash with minnows Namibia on September 26. 

Meanwhile, the focus is on the first major 
obstacle to Welsh hopes of erasing the bitter 
memory of RWC 2007 and then going on to 
force their way into the quarter finals - after 
which all things are possible! 

Confidence in the camp is reassuringly high - 
on the strength of recent strong performances.
